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COMMITTEE 1 - OURTER SPACE 

COMMITTEE CONTINUED DEBATE ON OUTER SPACE ITEMS OCT. 14 AND 
RECEIVED AN AMENDMENT TO THE DRAFT RESOLUTION. STATEMENTS 
WERE MADE BY THE REPRESENTATIVES OF CANADA, VENEZUELA, THE 
UNITED KINGDOM, PAKISTAN, FRG, MEXICO, HUNGARY, BRAZIL, 

BULGARIA, ISRAEL, GHANA, KUWAIT, MONGOLIA, UKRAINE, TURKEY, 
COLOMBIA, NORWAY, BYELORUSSIA, NIGERIA, AFGHANISTAN, 

INDONESIA AND JAPAN. IN ADDITION, THE PHILIPPINES INTRODUCED 
AN AMENDMENT TO THE DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH WOULD HAVE THE 
GA REITERATE ITS REQUEST TO THE WORLD METEOROLOGICAL 
ORGANIZATION TO IMPLEMENT ITS TROPICAL CYCLONE PROJECT. 

THE CHAIRMAN ALSO ANNOUNCED THAT THERE WILL BE A MEETING 
OF THE CO-SPONSORS OF THE DRAFT RESOLUTION AND AMENDMENTS 
BEFORE THE AM COMMITTEE MEETING OCTOBER 15. 

CANADA EXPRESSED CONCERN THAT THERE WAS A DANGER OF 
INHIBITING THE MAXIMUM DEVELOPMENT OF REMOTE SENSING TECHNOLOGY 
THROUGH THE FORMULATION OF LEGAL RESTRICTIONS TO PROTECT 
NATIONAL INTERESTS. THE CANADIAN REPRESENTATIVE ADDED THAT 
THERE SHOULD BE CONCENTRATION ON THE PRACTICAL BENEFITS OF 
REMOTE SENSING, AND ON THE INTERESTS OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNITY AS A WHOLE. THE UK POINTED OUT THAT THE POSSIBILITY 
OF AGREEMENT ON DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTING WOULD BE 
ENHANCED BY CONCENTRATION ON THE LIKELY AS OPPOSED TO 
THE FANCIFUL USE OF THAT TECHNOLOGY. THE FRG SAID THAT STATE 
SOVEREIGNTY MUST NOT INTERFERE WITH FREEDOM OF INFORMATION 
REGARDING DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTING. 

BRAZIL DEPLORED THE CURRENT MONOPOLY OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY 
ENJOYED BY A FEW COUNTRIES, AND URGED THE ADOPTION OF A 
BINDING INSTRUMENT REGARDING REMOTE SENSING BASED ON THE 
CONCEPT OF PERMAMENT SOVEREIGNTY OF STATES OVER THEIR 
NATURAL RESOURCES. VENEZUELA SAID THAT A BALANCE MUST 
BE STRUCK BETWEEN THE SOVEREIGNTY OF STATES AND THE RIGHT 
TO DISSEMINATE INFORMATION THROUGH DIRECT TELEVISION BROAD- 
CASTING. MEXICO SAID IT WAS TIME FOR THE UN TO BECOME THE 
CENTER FOR THE GATHERING AND DISSEMINATION OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY 
FOR THE BENEFIT OF DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. PAKISTAN SAID THAT 
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ALL STATES SHOULD HAVE THE LEGAL RIGHT OF ACCESS TO 
INFORMATION OBTAINED THROUGH REMOTE SENSING TECHNIQUES. 

BULGARIA, HUNGARY, UKRAINE, MONGOLIA AND CYELORUSSIA HAILED 
THE CONTRIBUTION OF DETENTE TO INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION 
IN THE PEACEFUL USE OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY. HUNGARY SAID THAT 
THE SOVEREIGNTY AND PRIOR CONSENT OF THE RECEIVING STATES 
SHOULD BE STRICTLY OBSERVED IN THE FORMULATION OF 
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PRINCIPLES GOVERNING DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTING. 

CYELORUSSIA ADDED THAT DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTS 
SHOULD NOT BE MADE UNDER THE GUISE OF FREEDOM OF INFORMATION IF 
CONTRARY TO THE RECEIVING STATE S CULTURAL, MORAL AND OTHER 
BELIEFS. UKRAINE SAID THAT SUCH BROADCASTS SHOULD BE CARRIED 
OUT ONLY WITH THE EXPRESS CONSENT OF THE STATE TO WHICH 
THEY WERE BEAMED. 

AFGHANISTAN STRESSED THAT THE INTERNATIONAL LEGAL NORMS 
GOVERNING DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTS SHOULD BE BASED ON 
THE CARDINAL PRINCIPLE OF STATE SOVEREIGNTY. ISRAEL SAID 
THAT THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A FLEXIBLE REGIME WAS THE ONLY 
WAY TO DEAL WITH THE QUESTION OF DIRECT TELEVISION BROADCASTING. 
NORWAY DECLARED THAT THE PRINCIPLES GOVERNING DIRECT 
BROADCASTING SHOULD RECOGNIZE BOTH FREEDOM OF INFORMATION 
AND THE INTEGRITY OF EACH COUNTRY. COLOMBIA WISHED TO 
ENSURE THAT ANY INTERNATIONAL CONVENTION ON DIRECT TELEVISION 
BROADCASTING WOULD RECOGNIZE THE SUI JURIS NATURE OF ALL 
OBJECTS LAUNCHED INTO SPACE. 

JAPAN CAUTIONED AGAINST THE ESTABLISHMENT OF AN OVERLY 
RIGID LEGAL FRAMEWORK WHICH MIGHT HINGER THE UTILIZATION 
OF REMOTE SENSING TECHNOLOGY. TURKEY SAID THAT THE BASIC 
PRINCPLE REGARDING REMOTE SENSING SHOULD BE NATIONAL 
SOVEREIGNTY OVER NATURAL RESOURCES. GHANA SUGGESTED THE 
ESTABLISHMENT OF STORAGE SYSTEMS AT THE INTERNATIONAL. 

REGIONAL AND NATIONAL LEVEL TO ANALYZE AND DISSEMINATE 
DATA FROM THE REMOTE SENSING OF EARTH RESOURCES. IN ADDITION, 
KUWAIT AND NIGERIA ADVOCATED THE CREATION OF AN INTERNATIONAL 
AUTHORITY TO EXPLOIT THE RESOURCES OF THE MOON, AND INDONESIA 
URGED THE REVIEW OF THE UN SPACE APPLICATIONS PROGRAM TO 
MAKE IT PART OF AN INTEGRATED TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE PROGRAM. 
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THE PHILIPPINES INTRODUCED AN AMENDMENT TO THE DRAFT 
RESOLUTION BEFORE THE COMMITTEE ON THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE PEACEFUL USES OF OUTER SPACE. THIS AMENDMENT WOULD 
HAVE THE GA REITERATE ITS REQUEST TO THE WORLD METEOROLOGICAL 
ORGANIZATION TO IMPLEMENT ITS TROPICAL CYCLONE PROJECT. 

IN EXPLAINING THE AMENDMENT, THE PHILIPPINE REPRESENTATIVE 
POINTED OUT THAT HIS COUNTRY WAS RAVAGED BY ABOUT 20 
TROPICAL STORMS ANNUALLY. AND THAT MITIGATING THE EFFECT 
OF THESE STORMS WOULD REPRESENT A "DOWN TO EARTH" EXAMPLE 
OF THE USE OF SPACE TECHNOLOGY TO BENEFIT DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES. 
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LIBYA SUBMITTED IN COMMITTEE 2 DRAFT RESOLUTION WHICH INTER ALIA 
CALLS UPON INVOLVED STATES TO MAKE AVAILABLE INFORMATION ON AREAS 
WHERE, AS RESULT OF MILITARY OPERATIONS, MINES WERE PLACED; CALLS 
ON THOSE STATES TO PROVIDE TECHNICAL ASSISTANCE IN THE REMOVAL OF 
MINES; AND REQUESTS UNEF TO UNDERTAKE A STUDY OF THE PROBLEM OF 
MATERIAL REMNANTS OF WAR AND THEIR EFFECT ON THE ENVIRONMENT. ONE 
OF THE PREAMBULAR PARAGRAPHS RECOGNIZES THAT MOST DEVELOPING 
COUNTRIES HAVE BEEN SUBIECTED TO FOREIGN OCCUPATION AND EXPOSED 
TO WARS WAGED BY CERTAIN DEVELOPED STATES, AND OPERATIVE PARAGRAPH 
2 CONDEMNS THE COLONIALIST POWERS WHICH NEGLECTED TO REMOVE MATERIAL 
REMNANTS OF WARS. (OURTEL 5027) 

COMMITTEE 3 - IMPORTANCE OF INDEPENDENCE FOR OBSERVANCE OF 
HUMAN RIGHTS 

THE COMMITTEE SECRETARY ANNOUNCED THAT THE SYG ISSUED THE FIRST 
PART OF THE PROGRESS REPORT OF THE WORKING GROUP ON THE SITUATION 
OF HUMAN RIGHTS IN CHILE AND THAT THE SECOND PART WOULD BE AVAIL- 
ABLE IN A FEW DAYS. FOLLOWING SPEAKERS OCT 14, IN GENERAL DEBATE ON 
IMPORTANCE OF INDEPENDENCE FOR EFFECTIVE OBSERVANCE OF HUMAN 
RIGHTS, SUPPORTED STRUGGLES OF PALESTINIAN PEOPLES: DEMOCRATIC 
YEMEN, CUBA, MEXICO, GUYANA, GUINEA, TUNISIA, ALGERIA AND IRAQ. 
MADAGASCAR AND ALGERIA COMPARED ZIONISM TO APARTHEID, TUNISIA 
CALLED ZIONISM NEW ASPECT OF RACISM, AND GREECE MENTIONED THE 
PALESTINIANS. ISRAEL AND LEBANON EXERCISED RIGHT OF REPLY. 

DEMOCRATIC YEMEN AND CUBA MENTIONED PUERTO RICO. MADAGASCAR 
CALLED FOR THE EXPULSION OF SOUTH AFRICA FROM THE UN. CUBA SHOPED 
THE ANGOLANS WOULD BE ABLE TO ERADICATE IMPERIALISTIC MOVEMENTS 
AND ACHIEVE INDEPENDENCE SOON, AND GUYANA EXPRESSED A SMILIAR 
VIEW. 

OBADI (DEMOCRATIC YEMEN) PRAISED THE HEROIC VICTORIES OF PEOPLE 
OF VIETNAM. CAMBODIA AND LAOS AS ONE OF THE BEST EXAMPLES OF THE 
STRUGGLE FOR SELF-DETERMINATION, AND HE ADDED THAT IN PUERTO RICO 
THE PEOPLE CONTINUED THEIR STRUGGLE FOR INDEPENDENCE. ALFONSO 
(CUBA) ALSO PRAISED THE VIETNAMESE SUCCESS, AND DECLARED THAT THE 
PALESTINIANS WERE BEING DENIED THEIR BASIC RIGHTS AS WERE THE 
PEOPLE OF PUERTO RICO. MS. CABALLERO (MEXICO) SAID THAT ALTHOUGH 
POLITICAL COLONIALISM WAS COMING TO AN END, A NEW TYPE 
APPEARED INVOLVING ECONOMICS, TECHNOLOGY AND CULTURAL MATTERS, 
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AND THERE MUST BE A NEW INTERNATIONAL ECONOMIC ORDER. THE GREEK 
AND IRAQI DELS ALSO NOTED THE NEED FOR CULTURAL AND ECONOMIC 
INDEPENDENCE. SPEEKENBRINK (NETHERLANDS) STRESSED THE INTERDEPENDENCE 
OF COUNTRIES AND SUGGESTED THE COMMITTEE SHOULD FOCUS ATTENTION 
ON THE INDIVIDUAL IN SOCIETY, EXAMINING WHETHER OR NOT HE WAS 
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REALLY PROVIDED THE OPPORTUNITY TO MAKE HIS OWN FREE CHOICES AND, 
TOGETHER WITH HIS FELLOW COUNTRYMEN, THE CHOICES AFFECTING HIS 
SOCIETY. 

MRS. BEN-ITTO (ISRAEL), IN RIGHT OF REPLY, SAID ISRAEL HAD GONE 
FAR TO SUPPORT CERTAIN NATIONS IN THEIR STRUGGLE FOR SELF- 
DETERMINATION, EVEN THOUGH IT KNEW THEY WERE LIKELY TO IOIN ANTI- 
ISRAEL CHORUS WHEN THEY BECAME UN MEMBERS, WHICH THEY DID. 

ISRAEL'S FIRM STAND ON SELF-DETERMINATION STEMMED FROM ITS OWN 
LONG STRUGGLE FOR THE RIGHT OF INDEPENDENT EXISTENCE. SHE WAS 
PROUD TO BE A ZIONIST, SHE SAID, AND THEN QUOTED ALLON'S GA 
STATEMENT THAT GENUINE PEACE IN THE MIDDLE EAST MUST INCLUDE A JUST 
AND CONSTRUCTIVE SOLUTION FOR THE PALESTINE ARAB PROBLEM. ABOU- 
ASSI (LEBANON), IN COURSE OF REPLY, STATED THAT IF ISRAEL HAD 
SETTLED THE PALESTINIAN PROBLEM, THERE WOULD BE NO FIGHTING IN 
LEBANON TODAY. 

COMMITTEE 4 - NAMIBIA 

AS COMMITTEE BEGAN CONSIDERATION OCT 14 OF ITEM ON NAMIBIA, 

KAMANA (ZAMBIA), SPEAKING ON BEHALF OF PRESIDENT OF THE UN COUNCIL 
FOR NAMIBIA, INTRODUCED THE COUNCIL'S REPORT, AND LASSE (TRINIDAD 
AND TOBAGO), RAPPORTEUR OF THE COMMITTEE OF 24, INTRODUCED THAT 
COMMITTEE S REPORT ON ITS 1975 ACTIVITIES WITH REGARD TO 
NAMBIAIA. REV. SCOTT, PETITIONER FROM INTERNATIONAL LEAGUE FOR 
RIGHTS OF MAN, ALSO SPOKE. 

KAMANA STATED THAT MORAL SUPPORT, ALTHOUGH IMPORTANT, WAS NOT 
ENOUGH AND INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY SHOULD NOW ENTER A PHASE OF 
CONCRETE AND VISIBLE ACTION SO THAT THE PEOPLE OF NAMIBIA COULD 
EXERCISE THEIR RIGHT TO SELF-DETERMINATION AND INDEPENDENCE. HE 
REFERRED TO BOGUS CONSTITUTIONAL CONFERENCE ATTENDED BY PUPPETS, 
SAID NAMIBIA COUNCIL WAS AGAIN REQUESTING THE GA TO ALLOCATE 
$200,000 TO THE FUND FOR NAMIBIA FROM THE REGULAR 1976 BUDGET, 

AND STATED THAT THE COUNCIL S PRINCIPAL RECOMMENDATION WAS 
THAT THE GA CALL ON THE SC TO TAKE UP AGAIN THE QUESTION OF 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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REV. SCOTT OPPOSED SEPARATE DEVELOPMENT IN WHICH EFFECTIVE 
POLITICAL POWER AT THE CENTER WOULD BE HELD BY A WHITE-DOMINATED 
INDUSTRIAL STATE AND THE PEOPLE KEPT DISUNITED. THE QUESTION NOW 
WAS WHETHER UN POLICIES, IN THE FACE OF THE VETO BY CERTAIN STATES, 

AS WELL AS ECONOMIC AND POLITICAL COLLUSION, WERE EFFECTIVE. 
AMERICAN, BRITISH, WESTER GERMAN, FRENCH AND CANADIAN INVESTMENTS 
IN NAMIBIA WERE INCREASING, WHILE ONE-THIRD OF THE NEW WEALTH WAS 
BEING EXPATRIATED. UNLESS A CONCERTED PROGRAM BASED ON ELEMENTARY 
CHARTER PRINCIPLES WAS WORKED OUT THE WORLD WOULD BE FACED WITH 
AN INCREASINGLY ARROGANT SYSTEM, BASED ON RACIAL SUPREMACY, 
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WHICH WAS ON THE BRINK OF BECOOMING A NUCLEAR-MILITARY POWER, 
SCOTT STATED. (REPEATED INFO PRETORIA) 
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COMMITTEE 5 - UNEP, SCALE OF ASSESSMENTS, BUDGET MACHINERY 
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SUM OF $7,281,800 FOR SECT. 13 (UN ENVIRONMENT PROGRAM) FOR 
1976/77 WAS APPROVED 86-0-11 (SOVIET BLOC, ALGERIA) BY COMM- 
ITTEE OCT. 14. IN EXPLANATION OF VOTE, ROMANIAN DEL SAID HE 
VOTED YES, BUT OBJECTED TO EXAGGERATED AND UNJUSTIFIED EX- 
PENDITURES FOR STAFF. CHAIRMAN SETHI (INDIA) INTRODUCED REPORT OF 
WORKING GROUP ON PROGRAM AND BUDGET MACHINERY, AND SCHMIDT (FRG) 
INTRODUCED DRAFT DECISION WHICH WILL BE TRANSFORMED INTO 
"RESOLUTION." STATEMENTS ON SECT. 22 (ADMINISTRATION) 

WERE MADE BY REPRESENTATIVES OF TURKEY, PHILIPPINES, USSR, SWEDEN, 

ITALY, BULGARIA AND BELGIUM. CHAIRMAN OF CONTRIBUTIONS COMMITTEE 
INTRODUCED REPORT AND ADDENDA ON ASSESSED AND VOLUNTARY CONTRIBUTIONS 
FOR 1973 AND 1974 AND ON PAYMENTS BY MEMBERS IN SUFFICIENT AMOUNTS 
TO REDUCE THEIR ARREARS OF ASSESSED CONTRIBUTIONS BELOW 
LIMIT PRESCRIBED BY CHARTER ART. 19. 

SEITHI SAID, AMONG OTHER THINGS, THAT THERE WAS NEED FOR IN 

DEPTH STUDY OF UN SYSTEM, FUTURE ROLE OF ECOSOC AND CPC, AND COMMITTE 

E 

5 NEEDSREPORT OF COMPETENT BODY ON PLANNING AND PROGRAMMING 

SUCH AS THAT OF ACABQ ON BUDGET ANALYSIS, AND CPC COULD DO 

THE JOB. ON UNEP, UK REPRESENTATIVE WITHDREW HIS PROPOSAL 

TO EFFECT THAT GA IMPOSE FREEZE IN REAL TERMS ON UNEP 

REGULAR BUDGET THROUGH 1979, BUT SAID HMG WILL PRESENT 

FORMAL PROPOSAL THAT GA INVITE ACABQ TO STUDY WHOLE QUESTION OF POSTS 

FINANCED BY EXTRABUDGETARY SOURCES AND THEIR RELATIONSHIP 
TO THE REGULAR BUDGET. IN DISCUSSION OF ADMINISTRATION, THE SOVIET

COMMITTEE 6 - ILC REPORT, SUCCESSION OF STATES 

COMMITTEE HEARD STATEMENTS OCT. 14 BY REPRESENTATIVES OF 
VENEZUELA, BRAZIL, PARAGUAY AND SRI LANKA ON ILC REPORT, AND VENEZUEL 
A 

AND SRI LANKA ALSO SPOKE ON SUCCESSION OF STATES IN RESPECT 
TO TREATIES. 

DIAZ GONZALEZ (VENEZUELA) BELIEVED ILC ANNUAL SESSIONS SHOULD 
LAST 12 WEEKS, AND HE SAW NO NEED TO SEND ILC DRAFT ARTICLES 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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ON SUCCESSION OF STATES IN RESPECT OF TREATIES BACK TO 
THE COMMISSION. SETTE CAMARA (BRAZIL), SUPPORTING DRAFT 
ARTICLES ON STATE RESPONSIBILITY, SAID A STATE COULD NOT BE 
HELD RESPONSIBLE FOR ACTS OF INDIVIDUALS ACTING IN A PRIVATE 
CAPACITY, CITING AIRPLANE HIJACKING AS ON SUCH ACT. RESPONSI- 
BILITY COULD ONLY BE ESTABLISHED ON THE BASIS OF FAILURE OF 
VIGILANCE ON THE PART OF THE STATE WHERE THE ORIGIAL SEIZURE 
TOOK PLACE OR FAILURE IN PROSECUTING AND PUNISHING ON THE PART OF 
THE STATE WHERE THE PLANE FINALLY LANDED. HE CONGRATULATED 
ILC ON ITS WORK CONCERNING MOST-FAVORED-NATION CLAUSE, BUT 
HE NOTED NEED FOR PRIVILEGED TREATMENT FOR DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. 
GODOY (PARAGUAY) SAID INTERESTS ON LAND-LOCKED COUNTRIES 
SHOULD BE TAKEN INTO ACCOUNT. TURNING TO SUCCESSION OF STATES 
IN RESPECT OF MATTERS OTHER THAN TREATIES, HE SAID SOME ARTICLES 
NEEDED CLARIFICATION, AND HE HOPED ILC WOULD SUBMIT FULL TEXT 
OF DRAFT ARTICLES SOON AS POSSIBLE AND IN FORM THAT COULD 
BE APPROVED BY A CONFERENCE OF PLENIPOTENTIAIRIESS . 

THE SRI LANKA REPRESENTATIVE WISHED ILC TO TAKE INTO ACCOUNT 
THE CONSENSUS RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY THE 7TH SPECIAL GA CON- 
CERNING THE NEW ECONOMIC ORDER. TURNING TO SUCCESSION OF 
STATES IN RESPECT OF TREATIES, HE SAID ART. 12, WHICH DELAS 
WITH TREATIES OF A UNIVERSAL CHARACTER, MIGHT CREATE MORE DIFFICULTIE 
S 

THAN IT WOULD SOLVE AND PLACE AN UNFAIR BURDEN ON THE NEWLY- 
INDEPENDENT STATES. TO APPLY MOST-FAVORED-NATION CLAUSE TO ALL 
COUNTRIES WOULD INVOLVE DISCRIMINATION AGAINST THE WEAKER 
MEMBERS OF THE INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY, IN HIS VIEW.

COMMITTEE RECEIVED OCT. 14 THE FREDERIC JOLIOT -CURIE GOLD 
PEACE MEDAL OF THE WORLD PEACE COUNCIL(WPC) FOR ITS WORK AGAINST 
APARTHEID. IN PRESENTING THE AWARD, WPC SYG ROMESH CHANDRA SAID 
THAT THE ISOLATION OF THE APARTHEID REGIME OF SOUTH AFRICA 
HAD NEVER BEEN GREATER, AND THAT THE COMMITTEE SHOULD STRIVE 
TO END THE COLLABORATION BETWEEN THAT REGIME AND THE FEW 
STATES WHICH STILL SUPPORT IT. ACTING CHAIRMAN MARTYNENKO 
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(UKRAINE) ACCEPTED THE AWARD ON BEHALF OF THE COMMITTEE 
AND SAID THAT THE COMMITTEE LOOKED FORWARD TO FURTHER 
COOPERATION WITH THE 

WPC IN ITS EFFORTS TO ERADICATE APARTHEID. USYG SHEVCHENKO ALSO 
COMMENDED THE COMMITTEE ON BEHALF OF SYG WLADHEIM. 
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SPEAKERS FROM THE WPC DELEGATION INCLUDED 

JOSEF CYRANKIEWICZ (POLAND), CARLTON GOODLETT (UNITED STATES) 
AND MA7.F.N HUSSEINI (JORDAN). GOODLETT CALLED ON THE PEOPLE IN 
SOUTH AFRICA TO SEE TO IT THAT THESE RESOLUTIONS WERE COM- 
PLIED WITH. HUSSEINI VOICED ALARM AT THE MILITARY BUILD-
